But as a show of national remorse, it was 
undercut b}' the informal decision of 
upp?r bouse IcgisIaJorr not .s'cr. :o con- 
sider such a reso'iLiion in the current 
session.

MOSCOW — Dozens of gunmen be- 
lieved to be Chechen rebels raided a tows 
in southern Russia on Wednesday, setting 
homes and government buildings on fire, 
spraying the streets with automatic weap- 
ons fire and killing at least 10 police offi- 
cers and civQians in fierce fighting before 
fleeing with 200 or more hostages. 

Altiiougfa officials in Moscow immedi- 
ately accused Chechen rebels for what they 
called an aa of terrorism, there was no 
immediate way to confirm who was re- 
sponsible for the attack on Budennovsk, a 
town of 54,000 pet^le about 200 kilome- 
ters (120 miles) north of the border with 
Chechnya. 

If the gunmen do turn out to be rebels, 
the assault would maik the Hrst time they 
have made good on long-standing threats 
to carry iheir separatist strug^e beyond 
the borders of Chechnya to smke at Ru^ 
sia. 

[The gunmen who attacked the town 
raised a Chechen flag over the city hall, 
Agence France-Presse reported, quoting 
news reports in Russia. Russian television 
broadcast footage from Budennovsk show- 
ing one of the attackers holding the green, 
white and red flag that is the symbol of the 
Chechen independence drive.] 

A spokesman for President Boris N. 
Yeltsin blamed the Chechens, who in re- 
cent weeks have suffered a number of 
sharp milita^ setbacks in their six-month- 
old war against the Russian Army. 

”Tbe president is deeply concerned by 
the terrorist attack of Chechen militants in 
the Stavropol r^on, which resulted in 
casualties, hostages, disruption of the con- 
stitutional order." Mr. Yeltsin's spokes- 
man, Sergei Medvedev, said. 

The raid on the town appea^ to be 
carefully planned. Russian media reports 
said that anywhere from 30 to 100 men. 
armed with assault rifles and grenade 
launchers, entered the town at midday in 
two large trucks, appa^ily accompanied 
by a pair of stolen police cars. 

They were able to bypass checkpoints by 
telling ihe police that the trucks carried the 
lAodies of dead Russian soldiers from the 
fighting in Chechnya, the rqports said. 

Once in the town, they split up into 
small groups and fanned out to a number 
of selected targets, the reports said. 


The attackers seized or besieged govern- 
ment buildings, iucluding the local head- 
quarters of the Federal Security Service. At 
the police station, they engt^ed in a tierce 
firefight with officers who barricaded 
themselves inside. 

The Interfax new’s agency reported that 
the gunmen also attacked a public hospi- 
tal. setting up a machine gun on the roof, 
and the local communications center, cut- 
ting phone links with the city and taking 
hostages. 

Officials in the Stavropol re^on. where 
the town is located, said there also was 
nghting around a major chemical plant. 
The Russian press agency Itar-Tass quoted 
sources as saying that the attackers had 
tried but fail^ to blow up the plant. 

Six police officers were reportedly 
killed, including the chief of the local crim- 
inal division. Other repons said that a bus 
with six passengers had been blown up. 
and that other buses canying students 
were seized by the gunmen. 

Eight of the attackers were reponed cap- 
tured in the attack. 

After a few hours, the attackers were 
reponed to have fled in small groups south 
toward Chechnya. 

Oleg N. St^ovets. the fust deputy 
prime mini ster, said all airpons in the 
region would be closed at midnight. And 
the authorities said that security was being 
intensified in Moscow, including increased 
surveillance of 86 sensitive sites. 

Itar-Tass quoted unconfirmed police re- 
ports that the trucks that carri^ the at- 
tackers bad crossed the administrative bor- 
der between Chechnya and SiavTOpol. 
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Thdr indecisoD and dero divisknso 
stratoy will be appar^ Tbursday, when 
the government duels arrive oere for 
the start oi their annual axmomic snmmit 
meeting. 

The main unanswered question is to 
what extent the &71eaders ~who togeth- 
er represent countries accounting for 
abcut ^ percent of the world economy — 
will Dc^ to praer o>vtf the differenoes 
when they issue their final c(Hnmuniqu6.

Japan Says Paris 
‘Betrays a Trust’

SINGAPORE — In a sharp setback to 
French efforts to improve idations with 
nations in to Asia-Padric r^on, Japan 
on Wednesday accused Paris of “betray- 
the trust of nonnuclear states by de- 
dmng to resume nuclear testing. 

At the same ti^ Australia and New 
Zealand froze milita^ ties with France in 
protest. 

The 15-aation South Pacific Forum con- 
demned the decision by President Jacques 
Chirac to conduct eight underground tests 
in French Polynesia in to South Padfic 
between September 1995 and May 1996. 

"This flagi^i disregard for world and 
re^tmal cqiinion will do considerable dam- 
age to France's rdations” with countries 
around the Pacific, said leaemia Tabia, 
secretary-general of the forum. 

Aaan t^fidals said tb^r feared that Par- 
is's resumption of tests would encourage 
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The abpoit and test site on France's Muniroa atoD in the Sooth Padfic. 
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fliina to press ahead with its own program 
to devdro a new generation of longer 
rann ana more accurate nuclear weapons 
with multiple warheads, despite strong op- 
position in the region. 

Until Mr. Chirac reversed the no-test 
decision mode in April 1992 by his prede- 
cessor, Fran^cis Mitterrand, China was 
the only one of the five declared nuclear 
powers that had rdused to observe a mora- 
torium oa testing. 

Officials in the Pacific region expressed 
concern Wednesday that to French move 
would upset n^otiations to bring a formal 
ban on ^ nuclear testing into force by the 
endofl996. 

Prime Minister Paul Keating of Austra- 


lia said that any further tests by any of the 
nuclear weapon states would “inevitably 
doud to positive and constructive atmo- 
sphere” of' the talks in Geneva on a Com- 
pressive Test Ban Treaty. 

He said chat the actions of both France 
and China, which carried out an under- 
ground nuclear test on May 15, ran 
counter to to pledges that ibe>’ had made 
to exerdse "utmost restraint” in atomic 
testing. 

The pledges were made to the interna- 
tional conference in New York that voted 
to extend indermitely the Nudear Non- 
proliferation Treaty, in the expectation 
tot all testing would be halted unmediate- 

ly- 

Japan was so upset by France's an- 


nouncement that its foreign minister, Yo- 
hn Kono, conveyed Tokyo's protest in a 
personal tel^hone call to Heiv6 de Char- 
ecte, the foreign minister of the new French 
govenuneoL 

According to the Japanese Foreign Min- 
istry, Mr. Koao told Mr. de C^arette: 
"The French dedsion seriously betrays the 
trust of nonnuclear states.” 

The French det^on comes on top of 
other discouraging noises being made by 
the nuclear powers. Ramesfa Tbakur, head 
(tf to Peace Research Center at the Aus- 
tralian Nationd University in Canberra, 
said that the French and U.S. military

cancer and gum disease — as atoui keep- 
ing the streets of Rangoon clean for for- 
eign tourists, who are seen as the saviors of 
to Burmese economy. 

“Betd cfaewers are tarnishing the beautv 
of the capital by spitting unceremoniously 
on roads, pavements, overp^es, and ai 
other places.” the junta's kangoon Citr 
Devdopment Committee said in April iri 
announcing the ban. 

The government has posted a no-betel 
signs — a red drcle enclosing the shadow 


of to face of a man spitting betel, with a 
red slash — and has closed hundreds oF 


street-comer betel stands, forcing to betel 
merchants to find other work. 

Whatever anyone might think of this 
country’s notoriously brutal generals, they 
do have a point about betd chewing and, 
more proti^y, betel spitting. 

For centuries, to streets of Rangoon 
have run red with betd juice, produced 
af t^ sex’eral minutes of chewing and suck- 
ing on the bitter^tasting nuL For pedestri- 
ans, to results an unp^asani, if not unhy- 
gienic. 

"1 am sorry' that to foreigners do not 
like to see tile .stains in the strecL but 
this is a habit 1 leaned as a boy. just as my

dence of a devoted betel chewer. (While 
betd sales are banned, chewing it is not.

Inventive Swindlers Prey on Desperate Aliens

Z ^OTANE, Poland — a recent

They had paid the money as sponsors of a 

ioc^ sports club and were accompanyine the 
na^nal weighUifting team to a competition 
m ^ic^o — or so tfieir documents said. 

But the only thing these people were spon- 
sonng was their own enny into the United 
Slates. No sports team was goine to Chicaso, 
or anywhere else. 

It was all organized by the chairman of the 
dub. who had been successful in the past in 
get^g Poles without vaUd visas into the 
United States, said two people who signed up 
for the most recent attempL This time, though, 
an immigration officer at the Frankfurt airport 
suspected that the American visas were forg- 
eries, which they turned out to be, officitus 
said. The immigrants were sent borne. 

The ca.se is pan of a growing phenomenon 
— trafficking in illegal immigrants fiom and 
through Eastern and Central Europe. 

Immigrants from Sri i Banglarip sh. 
and Afjptanistan, and from Africa and the 
Middle East are being smuggled to the West 
moved along routes that have develop^ since 
the Communists fell and. with them, rigid 
border controls. They are being moved in 
many ways, among them freight-hauling 
trucks and ship cargo containers. 

W HAT worries officials most is 
that international crime syTidi- 
caces are getting involved in il- 
legal imnugration. 

“There are tangible indicators that the 
smugglers of stolen automobiles smd illicit 
narcotics have dedded to diversify their port- 
folio to include alien smuggling." Th^as 
Tass, a Canadian immigration official, wrote 
in a paper he delivered recently to a con- 
ference in Budapnt. 

“These oiganizations should not be un- 
derestimated In their ability to mov-e thou- 
sands of people illegally from one country to 
another while earning huge profits with min- 
imum risk.** said Mr. Tass, who is based in 
Warsaw and is considered the leading au- 
thority on this issue. 

Smuggling people fits well into an or- 
g^ized crime conglomerate. A desperate 
dien who cannot afford die fee may be al- 
lowed to go in exchange for carrying drugs, 
and die immigrant will be expected to work 
for the pang in the United States or Europe, as 
a prostitute or a drug dealer, to pay back the 
money, officials said. 

.As for profits, the oigamzer of the 
w-eightlifiers* tour. Stefan Koziol, 35, took in 
nearly Sr400.000. according to two women in 
the group. Mr. Koziol is now in jail on charges 
of f^d. He has not been char^ with smug- 
gling people, which is not a crime in Poland. 
Polish auUiorities declined to allow him to be 
interviewed, but he has said he is innocent

The International Center for Migration Pol- 
icy Development, a nonprofit, intergovern- 
mental oig^z^on in Vienn^ has calculated 
that illegal immigration syndicates in Buope 
raked in between $100 million and $ 1.1 bil- 
lion in 1993. 

The wide range in the estimate is a re- 
flection of how little is known about die 
problem, the gravity of which is only be- 
ginning to register. Interpol has no coor- 
dinated campaigns in this area, officials said. 
The funds the European Union has made 
available for ecmiomic lestiucturing in East- 
ern and Central Europe can be used to combat 
drug trafficking, but not trafficking in illegal 
immigrants, said T^as Kiss, who worics for 
the Migration Policy Center. 

The traffickers have been successful in 
Slaying ahead of ill-trained local police, who 
are inexperienced in dealing with this prob- 
lem. 

“It is like drugs — there are rentes.** said 
Colonel Aitila l^san, spokesman for Hun- 
gary’s Binder Guards, who seized neaiiy 
13,000 illegal immigrants last year from 
scores of countries who were tiyuig to move 
through Hungaiy. 

Common European eni^ points for 
refugees from Asia, the Middle East and 
Africa are Romania and Bulgaria, which have 


more lenient visa requirements and weaker 
law enforcement than other countries in die 
region. 

E arlier Ihu year, somewhere in 
Romania, 60 Bangladeshis were 
loaded into the back ma long canvas- 
covered truck, which was hauling 
toni^o paste to Germany. 

The truck successfully crossed into Hun- 
gary and mode the journey of several hours to 
Slovakia. In Slovakia, customs officials lii^ 
die cover and were shocked to find people. 
The men were heading for the West to find 
jobs and had paid $2,500 to $4,000 each to a 
trafficker. 

For ille^ Asian immigrants, Chinese 
restaurants ui Eastern European c^itals often 
provide a cover. 

They provide the immigrants with work 
permits, which get them mto the country. 
After working for awhile, th^ move cm — to 
Germany and. in many cases, to the United 
States, officials said. 

“Tbe raisixi d'etre for these businesses 
goes beyCHid providing ^temative menus" 
for local residents, Mr. Tass. the Canadian 
immign^on officid, noted wiyly at die con- 
ference in Budapest 

He told of one Chinese restaurant in Prague 


diat empli^ed mne than 800 people. “Even 
more remmkable was the fact that the restau- 
rant had only ei^t taUes," Mr. Tass said. 

Another growing gateway to the West is 
through die Baltic lep^ubUcs of Estonia.. 
Latvia, anri Lidiiiania. uomigimits moving 
through these countries, incliufing lai;ge num- 
bers from the impoverished former Soviet 
republics of Central Asia, then travel by sea tt> 
Scandinavia. 

Many of the immigrants reach the Baltic 
countries ina Moscow. 

Last year, 64 IGir^ and Paldstanis. in- 
cluding 26 children, were discovered in a 
sealed container on a car ferry from Tallinn, 
Estonia, to Stockholm. 

Last December, a Latvian ship widi more 
than 100 Afgham, and Palestinians, 

who had paid^.OOO a piece, ran aground off 
die coast cf Estonia. 

In late May, the Polish police detained.49- 
Asians who made it to the Baltic.landSr 
then crossed bom Lithuania into Poland, 
where their luck ran out 

Moscow has become a major transit center 
for migrants frrxn Asia, Africa, the Middle 
East and Central Asia. 

By train, bus or plane, they move west to

At 9 Out oflOEU Beaches, the Water’s Fine for Bathers

Reuirrs 

BRUSSELS — For vaca- 
tioners heading to the beach in 
Wesiem Europe, there is most- 
ly good news. 

Figures for 12 European 
Union countries show that 90 
percent of coastal zones des- 
ignated for bathing met EU 
standards for water qualit>‘. 

But. the EU cautions, it is 
wise to be wai>' in Gennany. 
Britain and possibly the Nether- 
lands. 

More than one third of Dutch 
beaches tweak EU norms for 
uaicrboine bacteria, according 


to the EU’s 1994 bathing water 
quality' report made public on 
Wednesday, which includes 
designated’ bathing beaches fm* 
which there were no data. 

.Among these is the popular 
Scheveningen beach next to 
The Hague and several beaches 
in Zeeland. 

Figures for Britain and Ger- 
many. where up to one in five 
desi^ated beaches broke EU 
water rules, gave a truer picture 
of water qualitv’ becau.se of 
more complete reporting. 

The south beach at Black- 
pool. in northwestern England. 


breaks EU water norms, as does 
the one at Brighton on the south 
coast 

And nudists testing the water 
on Germany’s Sylt Island 
should also beware as they 
could be exposed to substan- 
dard water at all three of the 
upmarket K am pen's bathing ar- 
eas. 

The EU’s tests measure bac- 
teria in the water, ma^y gen- 
erated by human waste from 
sewage outfalls. The bacteria 
can cause a range of infections, 
including gastroenteritis. 

But over all. vacationers 


bound for summer breaks on 
EU beaches can take some 
comfort from a slight improve- 
ment in bathing water qumity. a 
European Commissimi 

spokesman, John Iversen, saicL 
“There has been a slight im- 
provement last yev” in EU 
bathing water quali^. he. said. 
’ **niis improvement ui the qual- 
ity of sea water has been con- 
stant for some years now.” 
Data for the new EU mem- 
bers Austria, Sweden and Fin- 
land are not included.

also lived in low-rent city- 
owned apartments. 

The disclosures came Just 
four days before runoff voting 
in local election.s.

He assumed the 
piost on Mr. Chirac's election as 
president in May. 

Mr. Tiberi denied the report. 


saying Le Canard Enchain^ 
went “beyond the realms of the 
acceptable.” 

“I cannot accept that my 
family is attacked." he said. “1 
have been called into question 
persiMially. which would not be 
serious b^use I have nothing 
to be concerned about mixally. 
But they are now attacking my 
family. It is something I cannot 
accept” He added, “1 think it 
is a particularly serious perver- 
sion of demociacv.” 


The Canard said 'in its 
Wednesday edition that the 
mayor’s children, aged 34 and 
35. had been allocated public 
housing while they were receiv- 
ing rent on apaitinents given to 
them by their parents. 

“But inst^ of vacating 
their public bousing so the ilf- 
housM could take advantage of 
it." the paper wrote, “they 
raised the rents and found new 
tenant^ for their own apart- 
ments.** 


The weekly also puMished a 
list of local politiaans. senior 
govemment officials and jour- 
nalists on high salaries who it 
said were renting city proper- 
ues'for the market rate. 

Among them was Mr. 
Chirac’s dep^ chief of staff, 
Jean-Pim Denis, several other 
close Chirac aides, two former 
cabinet ministers, a son of for- 
mer Prime Minister Edouard 
BalladurandotberGaulUst paily 
notables.

(^me the summer, witii its 
long and usually sunny days, 
they tend to flee to die coun- 
tryside or the archipelago, 
leaving the city to tourists. 

Stockholm’s tranquility is 
part of its charm. Perched on 
a cluster of 10 islands where 
the waters of Lake Malaren 
run into the Baltic Sea, 
Stockholm is beautifol: azure 
^es and dazzling reflections 
in die summer, sheets of ice 
linking the islands into one 
white blanket in the winter. 

Stockholm is clean, tidy 
and well-ordered. Street vior 
lence is not a serious prob- 
lem. The air and water are 
unpolluted: even today you 
can fish for salmon in the 
very center of the dty. 


aS GettingAround 

It is easy to around in 
Stockholm. The city is small, 
so you may wisb4o walk if 
the weather is nice. Other- 
wise, taxis are leadOy avail- 
able and not too expensive, 
while the local subway CTun- 
nelbana) and bus systdn are 
well-develqped and di^.

The 
neighborhood around Sergeis 
Toig is an ugly mass of shop- 
ping malls and offices: by 
contrast, the old flnanmal 
district around Kungstradg- 
parden is graced with eluant 
buildings, such as the head- 
quarters of Skandinaviska 
Ensldlda Banken.

(Old Town), once a slum but

Yeltsin Accepts Resignation of Lebed, a Popular General

MOSCOW — President foris N. 
Yeltsin accepted the resignation 
Wednesday of the Russian Army's 
most popular and outspoken com- 
mander, Lieutenant General Alexan- 
der M. Lebed, creating a powerful po- 
tential challenger for the 1996 
preadentiol elections. 

Gruff, honest, authoritarian in style 
and relarivdy moderate in his political 


views. General Lebed. 45. has until 
now been a kind of Colin Powell of 
Russian politics; attractive but vague 
about his ambitions. Now he has be- 
come a sort of Douglas Mac.Anhur in 
a country that polls say is yearning for 
strong leadership. 

General Lebed, a former boxer and 
a veteran of Afghanistan who says he 
is an admirer of the former Chilean 
miliianr dictator, Augusto Pinochet, 
has been a fierce critic of Russia's war 
in Chechnya and of Mr. Yeltsin's de- 


fense minister. General Pave! S. Gra- 
che\'. 

In a brief telephone interview 
Wednesday night. General Lebed .said 
he had no formal notification fn.im 
Mr. Yeltsin. 

“The president is sick and tired of 
me and I am sick and tired of him." he 
said. 

General Lebed, who considers Rus- 
sia still an empire and not yet a democ- 
racy. has recently joined the ruling 
board of a relaiivelv moderate nation- 


alist party, the Congres.s of Russian 
Communities. 

Mr. Yeltsin clearly did not want to 
dismiss General Leb^ and release him 
from military loyalty to the bead of 
slate. In Augusl'l994. when General 
Lebed defied General Grachev over a 
transfer from his post as commander 
of the Russian 14th .Army in Moldova, 
a former Soviet republic between 
Ukraine and Romania. Mr. Yeltsin 
supported General Lebed. 

But Russia has signed a pact with 


Moldova to withdraw the 14lh .Army, a 
decision General Lebed opposes as 
precipitate and likely to lead to re- 
newed fighting between Moldovans 
and a bre^away Russian-dominated 
enclave. 

Twx) weeks ago. faced with direct 
orders to disband his command and 
take another post. General Lebed 
wrote a letter of resignation and ap- 
peared before the Parliament, .saying 
he wanted to prevent “another Chech- 
nya."

Bikers Saoceed Skiers 
In flying Down Slopes 

What to do with all those ski 
lifts and rodt-covered moun- 
tain pistes if, as some pr^ct, 
globd warming dramatically 
shortens the sla season? In- 
creasingly, European sld sta- 
tions are opening their facili- 
ties to mountain bikers. 

At Zermatt and Laax in 
Switzeriand; Ehrwald. Iscbgl 
and Scheffau in Austri^ Cha- 
monix and Metabief in 
France, and Aspspitz, Kreu- 
zeck and Hausb^ in Germa- 
ny, lifts have been opened to 
sports riders with th^ bikes. 
Some resorts have reserved 
trails exclusively for bikers: 
group outings are increasingly 
common. The stations are thus 
appealing to a fast-growing 
group: In Germany alone, 
some 700,000 mountain bikes 
are sold Mch year, rqwrts the 
German weddy Focus. 

But envmmmentalists wor- 
ry about the potential dam^e 
to vegetation.

^i^ents can lead to serious 
ixguries — half of them to the 
head.

MOSCOW — Russia ac- 
cused the United States on 
Wednesday of trying to drop 
the price on uranium it agreed 
to buy from Moscow in 1^2 as 
part of a nuclear disarmament 
program. 

An ofneial of the Nuclear 
Energy Ministiy. ^taii Kono- 
valov, was quoted by the Inter- 
fax news ^ency as sa^ng that 
U.S. n^otiaiors were trying to 
cut “by one-third to one-half* 
wbat Russia considered a fair 
price for the uranium. 

He refused to disclose the fig- 
ures being discussed, but his 
criticism lent weight to recent 
speculation that the disarma- 
ment accord may be unraveling 
beoiuse of a dispute over prices. 

But another government offi- 
cial here said he did not think 
the deal was in serious danger. 

“Politically, this agreement is 
. useful and serves Rush's eco- 
nomic interests." said Ser^ 
Kislyak. director of the Foreign 
Ministry’s security and disar- 
mament department. **Il is 
about conversion of weaponry, 
which costs a lot of money and 
which can be put to peaceful 
purposes." 

Under the 1992 accord Rus- 
sia is supposed to provide 5(X) 
metric tons of uranium from 
dismantled Soviet-era nuclear 
weapons. 

The Bush administration said 
in 1992 that the United States 
would pay Russia S12 billion 
for the ur^um, but added that 
that was only an estimate.

President Looks for Toehold in Budget Debate

WASHINGTON — After 
weeks of debate about how to 
coofront the Republican-coo- 
trolled Congress. President Bill 
Clinton has sketched his own 

E lan for balancing the federal 
udget o\'er the next decade. 
But he would do it by cutting 
the growth of Medicare spend- 
ing less ihao the Republicans 
want, making up the difference 
with a smaller income tax cut 
and reductions in corporate 
subsidies. 

In a brief televised address 
from the White House 00 Tues- 
day night, Mr. Clinton commit- 
ted hunself to balancing the 
budget by 2005 — three years 
after the Republicans propose 
to — with spending cuts some- 
what less severe and tax cuts far 
less deep and focused on the 
middle class. 

The White House said that 
would allow him to preserve the 
programs Mr. Clinton wants to 
save. 

“It won't be easy,” Mr. Clin- 
ton said. “But elected leaders of 
both panics agree with me that 
we must do this, and we will." 

Yet, in making his counter- 
proposals, Mr. CUnton bucked 
the advice of almost all his top 
White House adNisers, and in- 
furiated congressional Demo- 
crats, who argued that his criti- 
cisms of the Republicans’ 
pn^rosed cuts as a ^ to the 
rich w^ere just beginning to lake 
hold.

Mr. Clinton proposes to .save

want. He would do so — as he 
did in his failed health proposal 
last year — in the name of ex- 
panding coverage and over- 
hauling insurance laws. 

He would also save S25 bil- 
lion by abolishing some tax 
subsidies for corporations, and 
would cm scores of discretion- 
ary domestic programs. 

Tuesday night, as he sought 
10 regain ^ound lost to the Re- 
publicans in Congress. Mr. 
Clinton for the first time em- 
braced the goal of balancing the 
budget by a Tix^ date, a ques- 
tion he has always finessed. 

His aides said he was tntng 
to shift the debate with Con- 
gress from whether the budget 
could be balan^ to how it 
should be. As a result, they said, 
he hoped to avoid a string of 
vetoes of spending bills later 
this summer, while persuading 
the public that he would stick 
up for his priorities. 

“It took decades to run up 
this deficit." the president said. 
“It's gcring to take a decade to 
wipe it out" He said rite budget 
could be balanced in seven 
years, but the pain that would 
inflict ‘Ijusi isn't worth it." 

He ended his remarks of just 
over Hve minutes by saying. 
“Let’s gel to work." 

But the president issued that 
call onlv after weeks of intense 


internal debate in the White 
House, and just four months 
after offering a budget that left 
the hard choices to the Republi- 
cans and then tried to blame 
them for the inevitable cuts in 
popular programs. 

The president spoke after a 
final, frantic day of prepara- 
tions. in which he rewrote his 
ow*n words up until the last 
minute, while senior budget 
aides and political advisers 
scrambled to outline complex 
proposals, including a revived, 
though scaled-back, overhaul of 
the health care system, in the 
opaque language of press re- 
leases. 

The White House chief of 
staff. Leon £. Panetta, de- 
scribed Mr. Clinton's olive 
branch as “an act of optimism, 
an act of cooperation and lead- 
ership," an alternative to the 
orthc^oxies of either party.

Elusive ‘John Doe 2^ Looks 
Less Like Suspect, FBIS(^

WASHINGTON — Federal investigators pursuing the 
bombers of the federal building in OUahoma City believe 
they have found the widely sou^t suspect knoum as “John 
Doe 2," but they doubt that he had any role in the attack. FBI 
officials said Wednesday. 

After a two-month manhunt, the officials said the man is 
apparently a soldier from Fort Riley. Kansas, who happened 
to be at a rental agency at the same time that Timothy J. 
McVeigh, one of two men charged in the case, rented the 
truck that investigators say was used to cany the bomb. 

The officials said they believed that the soldier, Todd 
Bunting, was the man identified by a rental agent as John Doe 
2, but that riiey must still resolve a number of questions. 

As leads about the elusive John Doe 2 dwindlol officials 
said, investigators began to question whether he had any 
connection to the bombing, which killed 167 people. 

The ofndals said investi^tors now think the bombing was 
carried out by Mr. McVeigh and an army friend, Terry L. 
Nichols, who also has been charged in the case. 


But many Democrats were 
unsparing in their criticism. 

“I think most of us learned 
wme time ago that if you don't 
like ±e president's position on 
a particular issue, you simply 
n^d to wait a few weeks," said 
Representative David R. Obey 
of Wisconsin, the ranking mem- 
ber of the House Appropria- 
tions Comraitiee. 

The leader of House Demo- 
crats. Representative Richard 
A. Gephardt of Missouri, said 
the president had turned Medi- 
care into a political football. 

But in recent weeks, aides 
say. Mr. Clinton has become 
increasingly convinced that he 
will not be seen as leading if be 
uefmes his presidency simply 
by saying no to the Republican 
advance, and that he is deter- 
mined to be on what he calls 


“the solution side" of the prob- 
lems of the day. from welfare to 
education to health care. 

His proposal Tuesday, 
sketchy and broad as it was. 
was littered with smalt gestures 
of good faith. He proposed to 
trim S25 billion in corporate tax 
subsidies because that is the 
amount proposed by Represen- 
tative John R. Kasich of Ohio, 
the chairman of the House Bud- 
get Committee. 

Mr. Clinton would continue 
his promised expansion of the 
earned income lax credit that 
helps the working poor, in the 
face of Republican proposals to 
cut it by about S2I billion. 

But the White House said he 
would save S3 Irillion by crack- 
ing down on fraud by illegal 
ahens who are not authorized to 
work in this countiy.

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“It’s Over” 
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Despite the continued rhetoric from Beijing and its loyal 
retainers, the naked truth about Hong Kong's future can 
be summed up in two words: It's over. Find out why the 
city that FORTUNE recently named the “world's best for 
business" seems destined to become a global backwater. 
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G-7: Crash-Avoidance Work 


When the heads of the seven big in- 
dustrial democracies met a year ago. they 
agreed that the safety mechanisms in the 
worid's financial system, and the crash- 
avoidance procedures, needed attention. 
On Thursday they meet again, in Halifax, 
Nova Scotia, after a year fiill of instruc- 
tive disasters. Hie case of Mexico and its 
shrunken peso will hang heavily over 
their discussions. 

When the peso fell. Mexico was able to 
avert even deeper dam^e only because 
the United States intervened with a very 
large loan. At Halifax, the Americans 
want agreement on future rescue arrange- 
ments that do not require them to come up 
quickly with lai^e amounts of money. 
The Clinton adrnmistration ran into much 
more political flak over the Mexican loan 
thw It had expected. It probably could 
not have thought the opmtion off suc- 
cessfully for any counpy less closely 
interwoven widi the United States. Any 
useful formula for intematicxia] rescue is 
going to have to operate through chan- 
nels less dependent on the special cir- 
cumstances of the Mexican episode. 

The Halifax meeting will probably 
spend some time lamenting Bosnia. One 
of the lessons of diat trag^y is diat the 
Europeans, rich and well-armed though 
they have become, are not yet able lo 
work out effective security policy in the 


absence of American Initiative and 
American resources. Halifax is not likely 
to produce much in the way of solutions 
for Bosnia itself. But it is the place for the 
statesmen to consider the possibility of a 
nnancial Basnia — a crisis in which, for 
whatever reasons, the United Slates does 
not step in as decisively as it did last 
winter for Mexico. That is why the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund, caurious and 
bureaucratic as it inevitably is. will be 
nominated to be the H re depanment. 

There have been only two periods of 
real stability in international money mat- 
ters. Hie first was the 40 years or so 
before World War I. when Britain and its 
pound steriing dominated the system, and 
the second was the quarter-century after 
World War n. when the American dollar 
dominated. Not by mere coincidence, 
both were times of tremendous economic 
growth worldwide. The world is now 
trying to find its way back to that kind of 
productive stability in an era of three great 
competing centers of economic power — 
the United Stares. Western Europe and 
Japan. None is capable of imposing its 
own solutions automatically on the oth- 
ers. For two decades the rich countries 
have been trying to work out a reliable 
process of cooperative management. The 
seven men at Halifax will now try again.

In October, Ainericans and North Ko- 
reans negotiated an “agreed framework 
for the buying out of the publicly ac- 
knowledged part — unformnately. there 
is also an unacknowledged, suspected 
part — of the North’s nuclear weapons 
program. The ftamewoik left unresolved, 
among other items, the matter of South 
Korea’s provision of proliferation-un- 
friendly reactors to replace North Korea’s 
existing proliferation-friendly reactors. 
The new accord fills that g^. but it leaves 
“quite a list” of issues still to be settled, 
tbe U.S. State Department w’ams. These 
include the terms on which to ensure safe 
storage of the spent nuclear fuel rods — 
currently frozen — that the North has 
threatened to use to produce weapons- 
grade plutonium. 

The matter of South Korean replace- 
ment reactors is crucial. E\'er eager to cut 
out the South, the North insisted it would 
not take South Korean reactors, claiming 
they were unsafe and second-class and 
would be used as instruments of sub- 
version. Rightly, the South insisted it had 
to supply dbe reactors, since it will be 
paying most of the S4 billion bill and 


since the whole larger purpose of this 
negotiation is lo reconcile the two Ko- 
reas. Fortunately, the United States hung 
tough and got North Korea to back oft 
and, with some partially face-saving lan- 
guage, to agree to take reactors of South 
Korean design and manufacture. So it 
seems at this moment, anyway. 

Hie whole effort to get North Korea to 
turn in its nuclear ambitions and its rene- 
ga^ status for safe power facilities and an 
accepted place in regional and global com- 
pany is a long shot. It is not simply that the 
regime’s record of aggr^sion and du- 
plicity has earned it loathing and distnisL 

negotiation that the United States and 
South Korea deemed successful might 
ewntually expose Pyongyang, as it surely 
knows, to the same sort of liberalizing, 
regime-busting currents that helped sw eep 
out Soviet-bloc communism. 

Yet it would have been irresponsible 
for the United States and its allies to do 
nothing as North Korea remained hostile 
and reclusive and labored aw*ay on a 
usable nuclear capability. The future of 
the negotiation remains uncertain. As 
this most recent phase shows, there can't 
be too much vigilance and steadiness in 
dealing with North Korea.

A Fugitive in Cuba’s Hands 


With miUions of dollars supposedly 
salted away from financial swindles and 
drug deals, Robert Vesco has eluded 
American law enforcement for 24 years, 
living in Costa Rica, the Bahamas, and 
most recently Cuba. Now his luck may 
have soured. Tbe Cuban authorities have 
tossed Mr. Vesco in jail and seem ready 
to bargain witb Washmgton for his return 
to the United States to stand trial on a 
variety of charges. 

The Clinton administration should 
take advant^ of the chance to gain 
custody of Mr. Vesco. If the chill be- 
tween Havana and Washington is re- 
duced in the process, all the better. 

Mr. Vesco fled the United States in 
1971 with more than $200 million that 
the government says he looted from mu- 
tual funds. Id return for shelter from the 
U.S. Justice Department, he provided a 
range of services to the foreign leaders 
who gave him sanctuary. He lived well in 
his various hic^ways, maintaining lux- 


urious homes and yachts. He is still want- 
ed in the United States on a range of 
charges from securities fraud to drug 
trafficking. He is accused of bilking more 
than $200 million from credulous in- 
vestors in the 1970s. making an illegal 
contribution to Richard Nixon's pres- 
idential campaign in 1972. and allegedly 
trying to induce tbe Carter administration 
to' let Libya buy American planes. 

The Cuban authorities reportedly are 
ihiUing to hand him over. The Uiuted 
States has an extradition treaty with Cuba 
dating from 1904 that is still in eflecL The 
Clinton administration should move 
^mptly to seek extradition. The State 
Departmem said Monday that it lacked the 
pn^r papers to pursue Mr. Vesco's ex- 
tradition. On Tueroay. it would not com- 
ment on reports that diplomats were ne- 
gotiating in Havana for his return. 
Washington needs to move qmckly; oth- 
erwise Vesco may vanish again.

America and Japan 
Step to the Brink

W ASHINGTON — Mickey 
Kantor will wind up as the 
Marie Antoinette of the Clinton 
administration if his trade 
squeeze on Japan's luxury cars 
fails. “Let them drive Mercedes” 
is not a phrase the Los Angeles 
lawver wants to be remembered 
by. ^ut he risks that fate if Japan 
stands finn against his threat to 
impose trade sanctions June 28. 

Slapping 100 percent tariffs on 
the Lexus and 12 other $30,000- 
plus Japanese import models will 
shift much of the U.S. luxury car 
market to European suppliers like 
Mercedes. Shrewd as domestic 
politics, Mr. Kamor's choice of 
luxury automobiles as the bac- 
tle^ld with Japan is economi- 
cally insignificant for the Amer- 
ican woik force and for the 
overall U.S. trade imbalance. 

Shutting Lexus. Infiniti et al 
out of die U.S. market disturbs 
relatively few people. This nar- 
row targeting flts Mr. Clinton's 
political needs. He must get tough 
on Japan, placate Detroit and not 
inteirere seriously with the Amer- 
ican consumer's God-given right 
to buy good goods for low prices. 
The ii^t to modem consumerism 
is a centra] enduring element of 
the American ethos: politicians 
tamper with it at their own peril. 

But Kantor ’s Choice contains 
strategic weakness. By condemn- 
ing only luxury cars to trade pur- 
gatory. I^. Kantor has not 
arou^ the impassioned national 


constituency that he needs to 
prosecuu the serious, strategic 
trat^ struggle with Jap^ he may 
have uninrentionally triggered. 

Mr. Kantor proposed a limited, 
low-pain “war." a wedge Into 
Japan’s overregulated automo- 
bile and spare pans networks. Bur 
the Japanese have surprised U.S. 
trade negotiators by treating the 
luxury-car ban as an American 
Pe^ Harbor instead of an op- 
pommity to And compromise. 

When I^sident BUI Ginion 
and his advisers this spring chart- 
ed lix'v campai^ to get Japu to 
open its markets more r^idly, 
tluy quickly discarded two other 
options. lam cold. 

One called for restrictions on 
virtually ail Japanese auto im- 
ports. The other option was 
broader and targeted Japan’s 
strong new gains in electronics 
and other high-tech fields: It 
threaten^ to target a large num- 
ber of nonautomobile imports.

P ARIS — When the Group of Seven 
leaders meet in Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
they should keep in mind a lurking problem 
facing postindustrial countries — the risk 
that economic growth will be damag^ by 
social decay. Economic well-being is in- 
extricably linked to the state of society. 
Economies cannot grow if societies are 
stunted. In this post-^ld War, globalized, 
computerized world, the human factor has 
assumed a new importance as an economic 
determinant. 

We have wimessed explosive develop- 
ment in the way information is created, 
treated and used. The relationship between 
economic growth and social cohesion has 
been fiind^entally changed. 

Intelligence — inform^ion and the abil- 
ity to exploit it — has determined the 
course of war. politics and economic com- 
petition. But today's breakthroughs have 
unleashed technical progress that has ac- 
celerated and expanded information so that 
it touches every facet of economic life.

When the People Say 
^Enough Is Enough’

B elfast, Northern Ireland — There is an old joke here 
about a tourist who is walking in a no-man’s-land between 
Protestant and Catholic neighbo^oods when he is suddenly 
grabbed by a masked man who asks him; “Are you a Protestant 
or a Catholic?''Hie tourist answers; “I'm a Jew.” And the man 
asks him: ' 'Well, are you a Protestant Jew or a Catholic Jew?’ ’ 
The joke was meant to underacore just bow deqiiy Protestants 
and Catholics had divided their world into two. No matter who 
you were, you had to be on one side of the line ot the otiier. 

1 can't help but contrast the Northern Irefend (xoblem with the 
Arab-Israeli problem. The Arabs and Israelis could rnily settle 
tbeir conflict once they drew lines to clearly divide tbeir spa^ 
Hie Protestants and Catholics are going to settle their conflict 
only once they start blurring the lines that already divide them. 
There is no room for a territorial solution here. Tbe Northern Irish 
are doomed to live together. 

That is why the only solution is some variation of die London- 
Dublin accoid worked out in Februar>‘, under which Catholics 
would have to settle for bluiry links to the Irish Refmblic and 
Protestants blurry links to Britain, and they would both have to 
accept a blurry power-sharing arrangemenu in which neit^ side 
would have the upper hand. 

What struck me here was how many powerful forces are at work 
blurring the di>nding lines between the two communities, creating 
the basts for a necessarily ambiguous, illogical c om^ xo mlse. 

To begin with, the IRA cease-fire is now 10 months c^d. Every 
day that it continues makes it harder for the combatants to restart 
their 25-year-old street war. 

Too many Protestants and Catholics are now enjoying no 
longer having checkpoints around every comer. Too many are 
enjoying the fact thai the daily bomb scares have been replaced by 
a “buzz" in the business community from all the foreigners 
poking around here for investments. And too many are enjoymg 
reading that the air fares to and from Belfa^ could be cut tty 10 
percent if the government approves plans to scale down the 
number of body searches required for each flighL 
There are longer-term forces at woik as weJi. Nwthem Ireland 
is part of the European Union. Young people here, particularly 
Catholics, are increasingly working in Eur^ and seeing them- 
selves as Europeans as well as Catholics or Protestants. Ttey now 
have a larger identity to meld into. More imporianL the last 
decade has seen the birth of a wide and tteep Catholic middle 
class, which has prompted many to leave the ethnic ^ettos for 
more affluent mixed neighborho^. Belfast has more BMWs per 
capita than any city' in the United Kingdom. 

A cease-fire that lasts for a week is just a time-out. .A cease-fire 
that lasts for almost a year is a new way of life, and that is where 
Belfast is headed. Something here is over. 

I took off a morning last week to play golf at Roy^ County 
Down, probably the greatest seaside links in the world, just south 
of Belfast. I was paired with two friends: Seamus, a C^holic. and 
Gordon, a Protestant. As a gentle breeze blew in off the Irish Sea, 
they spoke words I had heard before. 

They were the words I heard in Beirut and Jerusalem at that 
critical’ moment when the people in those cities decided that ^ 
war was over — that they preferred the blurry' lines of compromise 
to the sharp lines of conflict, that they didn't know what the future 
senlemem would be, but they knew they weren’t going back. 

"The troubles won't sian up again.'* said Seamu-s. “Tbe 
gunmen have lost their mandate from the people. I don’t know 
what it will look like, but the compromise is coming. No one 
wants to go back to living on a knife's edge. Hie people have 
spoken, and they’ve said. ‘Enough is enou^.

For a Common, Not Single, Cuirency 


P ARIS — There is much mud- 
dled good inteation in tbe En- 
ropean debate today, partkailariy 
where tbe plan for a common cur- 
rency is concerned. A green pqier 
recently issued by tbe European 
Commission would have all Eu- 
ropean financial transactions con- 
ducted in this single European 
currency (called, for the moooenA 
the Ecu) by the year 2002. 

A single currency is a splendid 
idea, if workable. That is not tbe 
case today, and it may not be by 
tbe end of die century. Tbe British 
government does not want a sin- 
gle currency. The Germans are 
skeptical about it, and demanded 
criteria for its implementation 
meant to block any challenge to 
ibe power of the Bundesbank. 

Kw members of tbe European 
Union can today meet those cri- 
teria. Yet govemmenis p^st in 
the struggle to do so, seeing the 
single currency as a way to w^- 
en German domination of Euro- 
pean interest rates, with deflation- 
ary effect upon ofoer economies. 
This is the unacknowledged pur- 
pose of the currency. 

A research report from the Eu- 
ropean Parliament's Employment 
(Committee says that if European 
governments pursue the conver- 
gence policies they are supposed 
to follow to make themselves el- 
imble to join the single currency. 
10 million more West Europeans 
risk being thrown out of work 
within the next four years. 

That is what is untied by con- 
tinued high interest rates tad by 
the cuts in public spending nec- 
essary to meet the convergence 
criteria. The overall European 
Union unemployment rate now is 
around 1 1 percent National poli- 
cies that produce a continuing rise 
in unemployment are scarcely 
thinkable. Yet diis would seem to 
be what the European govern- 
ments have committed diem- 
selves to. 

The advantages of a single Eu- 
rope^ cuirency are obvious but 
utopian. It is impossible to have a 
single currency without a close 
integration of fiscal, budget and 
even social policies in all of the 
European states, where individual 
national economies are and will 
remain very different, in different 
Stages of the economic cycle. 

Today, only an inner core of 
countries, including Germany. 
France, the three Benelux coun- 
tries and Austria seem c^iable of 
achieving the Maa^cht goals 
within the next few years, and 
even France is questionable.

It is easy enbu^ to imagine the 
good that would flow from revi- 
talized third sector community-cen- 
tered activities, "from soci^ ser- 
idces to health care, education and 
research, the arts, religion and ad- 
vocacy oiganizations [to] assist 
the elderly and han Hir ap p^ the 
mentally Ul, disadvantaged youth, 
the homeless and indigent" — all 
the tilings we say we haven’t the 
money to handle now. 

What is hard to figure out is who 
wiD pay for it. hfr. Rifkin's answers 
are the least oxivincing of his fas- 
cinating discusdon. Essenti^y, the 
bill for his utoj^ would be paid for 

a combination of savings from 
existing government programs, 
"diadow wages" aid a "social 
wage." Die mst reminds me of 
"peace divitfend" anti-war activists 
used to budget with such enthusiasm.

>dces are likely to prove elusive. 

Shadow wages would amount to 
tax deductions for people who do- 
nate time to volunteer activities — a 
worthwhile idea but prospectively a 
costly one; the demxrtioQS would 
translate into diminished revenues 


opm-ended economic grqv/th as the 
main solution to social ills, because 
it no longer makes sense to think of 
foil em|Moyment as an achievable 
(or even desirable) goal. But if foil 
emplojineni is not a sensible-pursuic 
— and ifleisure, as a r^t, becomes 
folly respectable — will we have to 
rely on wotkahoUcs to produce the 
goods and services we will still need 
for our survival? And if it is no 
longer necessary fm- most of us to 
woik, by whM means <9^ ure dis- 
Dibute society’s goods? You won’t 
agree witii aU of hfr. Rifkfo’s an- 
swers, but you’re likely to a^ee that 
he poses - questions that we have 
spent too little time thinking abouL 

"Technctiogy has gjven us 
tremendous pn^ctivity gains," he 
said in a recent interview, "but tiie 
profits from those gains teve b een 
veiy nanowiy di^buted."

Presented with these conflicting 
opinions. President Harry Truman 
had doubts. On June 14. he sum- 
moned the Joint Chiefs of Staff to 
the White House. They were ad- 
vised to come four days later, armed 
with information on the number of 
American soldiers and ships needed 
to defeat Japan, an e.stimaie of the 
lime required, and of the casualties 
that would result from an invasion. 

The U.S. joint war plans com- 
mittee thought that 14 divisions — 
1 1 army and 3 marines — would be 
needed to overrun southern Kyushu. 
Casualties might run to 132.000. 
with 25.000 killed. 

At the White House meeting. 
General George Marshall, the chief 
of army staff, read the digest of the 
memorandum approving Operation 
Olympic. When it came to casu- 
alties. he said, "it is a grim fart that 
there is no easy, bloc^ess way to 
victory in war, and it is tbe thankless 
task of the leaders to maintain their 
finn outward from ... Any irres- 
olution in the leaders may result in 
costly weakening and indecision in 
the subordinates." 

Only Henry Stimson, the secre- 
tary of war. who had been involved 
from the IwgLrining with plans to 
produce the atomic bomb and bac- 
teriological weapons, expressed 
some qualified doubt when he said 
he hoped "for some fruitful accom- 
plishment through other means." 

As more and better intelligence 
flowed in, however, it became ap- 
parent that even the highest U.S. 
casualty estimates were likely to 
prove much too low. 

Some reports suggested that the 
figures tos^ around at the White 
House on June 18 might be sur- 
passed in a single day. 

In the final year of the war, 
Japanese intellig^e correctly an- 
ticipated American ofrensive plans. 
It predicted the invasions of Saipan, 
Guam and Tinian and assumed cor- 
rectly that Iwo lima would be next 
and that Okinawa and then southern 
Kyushu would follow. 

Japanese intelligence even named 
the beaches where the U.S. forces 
would come ashore. Southern 
Kyushu was given the highest pri- 
ority by military planners. New di- 
visions were brought in from 
Manchuria. Hokkaido and Honshu. 
Instead of 3 army divisions, the 
Americans would have to face 14, 
about 1 2.000 kamikaze planes and a 
fleet of naval suicide cr^. 

The Joint Chiefs asked AdminI 
Nimiiz and General MacArthur for 
their assessments of the new in- 
telligence. The war archives indi- 
cate that Admiral Nimitz had not 
replied before the atomic bombs on 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki brought 
the war to an end. General 


MacAnhur, often contemptuous of 
intelligence, replied that the 
Japanese air potential was greatly 
exaggerated: "We have recently 
seen the 3d Fleet approach the 
southern and central coastline of 
Japan close enough for gunfire bom- 
bardment, and yet no reaction from 
the air has taken place. Our air 
forces are daily flying throughout 
Japan and provoke no reaction ... In 
my opinion, there should not be the 
slightest thought of changing the 
Olympic operation.” 

What he did not know was that the 
disappearance of the kamikaze 
planes, as the U.S. 3d Fleet ranged 
down the coast of Japan and Amer- 
ican B-29s firebombed the cities, 
was a matter of policy. The 
kamikazes were being saved for the 
critical battle of southern Kyushu. 

The U.S. 6th .Army plating to use 
eight divisions in the initial assault, 
one to secure the offshore islands 
and seven in the attack on Kyushu. 
American forces would have been 
opposed by six static Japanese di- 
visions, two independent mixed 
brigades, the equiv^ent of two tank 
brigades, and miscellaneous fortress 
and naval troops deployed in the 
vicinity of the landing teaches. In 
addition, three mobile Japanese re- 
serve divisions were positioned to 
intervene in the fighting for the ini- 
tial beachheads. 

In the Okinawa campaign, the 
United States had the conventional 
3-to-l superiority in numbers. In the 
invasion of Kyushu. American 
troops would have been outnum- 
ber^ 8 to S. No doubt the Amer- 
icans would have prevailed. But 
they would have bad to call in extra 
divisions earmarked for the invasion 
of the Tokyo plain. The cost in lives 
would have been enormous. And the 
United States would most probably 
have resorted to use of poison gas to 
hasten an end to resistance. 

The Allies had avoid^ using gas 
during the war. but it was seriously 
considered during planning for Op- 
eration Olympic. Brigadier Genei^ 
William Bordem, duector of the 
New Development Division of the 
U.S. War Department, discussed 
use of gas in the numerous caves that 
American forces expected to en- 
counter in the invasion of Kyushu. 
He said it would be elective when 
fired directly into the mouths of the 
caves. If gas was to be used, the U.S. 
Navy had planned that it would 
make up about 20 percent of the air 
bombaidroenL 

The Pacific war had its tally of 
horrors. IBe atomic bomb was one 
of them. But its use almost certainly 
avoided another.

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PLO Guards Were Aiding Fugitive Enter Gaza

GAZA — Israeli troops shot and killed two 
members of Yasser Arafat's elite Force 17 guard 
unit Wednesday along wiUi a Palestinian fugitive 
they were hewing sneak across the Egyptian 
border into seu-ruled Gaza, Palestinian security 
sources said. 

The fugitive, wanted by Israel for attacking 
soldiers, was trying to sneak from Egypt into 
Gaza when he was spotted by Israeli troops, the 
army said. 

Solders of^ed fire and kiiled the man, identi- 
fied as Darwish Abu Khatla. He was a leader in 
Gaza of the Fatah Hawks, a group of vigilante 
gunmen loyal to Mr. Arafat the chairman of the 
I^estine Liberation Or^mization. 

Palestinian sources said two Force 17 mem- 
bers, Abdd Nasser ^ah and Hassan Abu Thur- 
^a, were waiting for Mr. Abu Khatla on the 
side of the Rafah crossing vdien the shots 
erupted. 

The sources said the two Force 17 men were 
also shot and killed by Israeli troops. 

The Palestinian Authority general secretary, 
Tayeb Abdel-Rahim, said the two Force 17 
members worked at the Rafah crossing pmni and 
were not personal bodyguards to Mr. Arafat. 


Mr. Arafat’s press adviser put distance be* 
tween the self-rule Palestinian Authority and the 
inHltration attempt at the Rafah border area, 
which is controlled by Israel under the terms of 
its 1993 peace deal with the PLO. 

“This is an irresponsible act, and the Palestin* 
ian Authority is not linked in any way to the 
incident in Rafah," said the press adviser, Nabil 
Abu Rdainah. 

He said the PLO hoped the shootings would 
not affect ongoing peace talks with Israel on 
expanding self-rule. 

“Initial reports sug^t that the persons in- 
volved were not intending to carry out any vio- 
lent attack ag.^inst anybody," said Maiwan Kan- 
afani, a spokesman for Mr. ArafaL 

Mr. Abdel-Rahim said Mr. Arafat had or- 
doed an investigation of the incident. 

The army said soldiers spotted armed men in 
the vidnity of Rafah at the time of the Tust 
shooting and opened fire after the men ignored 
calls to halt Two men were killed by the soldiers 
in the second incident the army said. 

The Arafat spokesman, Mr. Abu Rdainah, 
said the two Force 17 men had acted on their 
own. “We have no coimection to the incident" 
he said." ^Reuffrs, AP)

Congress Rebukes Clinton on Peacekeepers

UNITED NATIONS, New 
York — Facing a stingiiig re-

Apparently aware of the ex- 
plodi^ resentment, American 
diplomats unexpectedly told 
the council this week that the 
administration needed time for 
consultations with Congress.

Harold Rogers, of the Appro- 
priations subcommittee on 
enmmereg, justice, State, and 
the judiciary — told Mr. Chris- 
topher that they were “dumb- 
founded" to learn that the ad- 
ministration was preparing to 
commit the Unit^ States to 
support of an operation that 
comd cost S520 milli on a yi^. 

Under the draft resolution 
now before the council, which 
the British and Fren^ had 
hc^ed to see enacted on Tues- 
day or Wednesday, the ra^d 
response force being assembled 
by Britain, France and the 
Netherlands would be paid for 
by the United Nations throu^ 
assessments.

Sighting of Brown Dwarf Reported

P ITTSBURGH — In the firsi ma- 
jor discovery by the new Keck 
Observatory in Hawaii, the 
world's most powerful telescope, 
astronomers reported what they said was 
the first confirmed sighting of a brown 
dwarf, one of those elusive theorized ob- 
jects bigger than a planet but not quite a 
star. 

So small and dim are the supposed 
brown dwarfs against the dark background 
of space that the search for them has taken 
astronomers to the limits of their tele- 
scopes' observing capabilities. Several 
brown-dwaif candidates have been report- 
ed in recent years, only to be elin^ated by 
subsequent research. 

But with the 400-inch ( 1 .000-centime- 
terl Keck telescope, capable of seeing ob- 
jects one-fourth as bright as anything de- 
tectable by the 200-mch telescope on 
Mount Palomar in California, and with a 
new search strategy, asuonomers think 
they are now able to prove the existence of 
brown dwarfs, understand their character- 
istics and perhaps determine eventually 
how much of the so-called missing mass in 
the universe they could account for. 

A team of astronomers from the Uni- 
versity of California at Berkeley and San 
Francisco State University identified a 
faint low-mass object in the Pleiades star 
cluster, the familiar “Seven Sisters,” as a 
brown dwarf based on an analysis of the 
chemical element lithium in its atmo- 
sphere. The fact that lithium is still de- 
tectable indicates that little if any hydrogen 
burning is taking place inside the object 
A star by definition is a massive sphere 
of dense glowing from the thennonu- 


clear fusion of hydrogen, a prorass that 
would quickly destroy all the original lithi- 
um in small stars and' virtually all in larger 
stars like the Sun. llie smaller a star or a 
low-mass substeUar object like the the- 
orized brown dwarf, the cooler is its center, 
and the longer it takes to destroy lithium. 

The team leader. Dr. Gibor Basri, a 
Berkeley astronomer, justified the claim 
that this was a “conTumed sighting of a 
brown dwarf' ’ on the ground that the object 
is not only extremely dim, in the nature of 
brown dwarfs, but also “it has not de- 
stroyed lithium in its center.” 

The observ^ons were reported here at a 
meeting of the American Astronomical So- 
ciety. The other team members are Dr. 
Geofirey W. Marcy of San Francisco State 
University and Dr. James R. Graham, also 
of Berkel^. 

“This is a tremendously exciting re- 
sult,” said Dr. James Liebert, an as- 
tronomer at the University of Arizona at 
Tucson who is an authority on brown 
dwarfs and other dim, cool stellar objects.

China Chips at Inflation 

Rate Falls for 6th Month in Row, to 20.3%

BEIJING — China said Wednesday that 
its consumer price inflation rate fell for the 
sixth month in a row in May. to 20.3 percent 
annually from 20.7 percent in April. 

Beijing is hoping its tight credit policies vi-ili 
bring the country's annual inflation rate, 
which peaked in November at 27.5 percent, 
down from the 24.7 percent recorded for all of 
1994 to about 15 percent this year. 

The government also reported that invest- 
ment in fixed assets by state-owned units 
totaled 81.97 bfilion yuan ($9.88 billion) in 
May, 21.2 percent hi^er than for the year- 
eariier month and close to the 21.1 percent 
growth rate recorded in April, the State Sta- 
tistics Bureau reported. 

This apparent leveling off of investment 
growth in April and May also could lead to a 
further slowing in the country's inflation rate, 
analysts say. 

“If you take these figures, along with the 
slowdown in industrial output, then it's posi- 
tive news in terms of the economy acUevmg a 


soft landing,'* said Qu Hongbin. economist 
with Smith Neu Court in Hong Kong. 

“If production and invesimeni continue to 
slow, then the pressure on inflation will be 
further eased.*' said Huan Guoceng. chief 
economist For nonhem .Asia «iih J. P. Morgan. 

Last week, the bureau repx)ned that indus- 
trial production in May was 1 3-1 percent 
higher than a year earlier. dou*n from the 1 5.4 
percent growtii rate recorded in April. 

Economists noted, however, that there 
were still many signs of ioflaiion. .Average 
urban consumer price increases slowed only 
marginally, from 20 percent reported in April 
to 19.9 percent in May. and the average con- 
sumer price inflation rate of 35 major cities 
was steai^' at 19.7 percent. 

“Inflationaiy pressures are siiil being re- 
leased in the economy.” said Ma Guonan.

O TTAWA Visit a hospital 
waiting room, government caf^ 
teria or federal bureaucrat's office in 
Canada, and you are likely to rind 
yourself staring ai a massive daubed 
canvas or examining a ihree-dtmen- 
sional textured thing, wondering just 
what the artist had in mind. 

Like it or not, you are probably 
looking at an example of Canada's 
rinesi contemporary art, a modestly 
priced loaner from the federal gov- 
ernment's 18,000-piece collection 
called the An Bank. 

Before long, however, vou could be 
looking instead at an official photo- 
graph of die prime minister. These are 
^ times for many a bright idea that 
fired the imaginations of governments 
a quarter-centi^' ago. In Canada no 
less thui the UnitedStates. insmiments 
of cultural largess have been early and 
politically easy targets. The news- 
making casualty here is the Art Bank, 
which has gro>^ to become the largest 
coUecdon of rental an in the world and 
a model for circulating public col- 
lecdons. from Alaska to Australia. 

Despite its successes, the .An Bank 
was among ^ rirsi programs dwmed 
expendable when Canada's Liberal 
eovemment began the most massive 
federal budget-curdng in postwar his- 
tory. Tiie An Bank will cease to func- 
tion as soon as its outstanding rental 
contracts and other business are com- 
pleted. possibly within three years. .A 
panel of experts, as yet unnamed, will 
decide what to do wiUi this unusual 
collection. Phasing out the Art Bank 
will save the Canadian government 
about $1.5 million (U.S.) a year. 

Roben Powell, who is heading the 
An Bank "transition." said he thinks 
the program has fallen victim to what 
he “extreme, outrag^us pres- 
sures on our funding base" — gov- 
enuneat-wide cuts timt affect the 
bank's federal “clientele* ' of agencies 
and installations. But he also blamed 
something larger. “The Zeitgeist in 
our lives'' that forces us to measure 
everything in rinanciai terms. This is 
fundamentally a crisis of values, be- 
cause not everything can be measured 


in dollars." The An Bank seemed like 
a wonderful idea in 1972. when fed- 
eral establishments in North America 
were flush wdth policy nosmims and 
the revenue to resize them. 

Under the auspices ot the rj>nrMia 
Council, tile fi^ral arts-granting 
agency, the An Bank set out to buy 
the b^t new Canadian work on the

market and then rented it back to 
federal offices and other public or 
nonprofit organizations across tiie 
country. 

Ani^ and thur dealers benefited 
from the sales, and civil servants and 
the public were exposed in vast num- 
bers and unlikely places to the latest 
in contemporary’’ visual an. 

The .An Bank also drew piaise-and 
attempts at emulation in & Uniiied 
States, where proposed enabUng leg- 
islation ne\'er went anywhere-te- 
cause it sustained itself in part with 
rental revenue. 

The recent budget squeeze was a 
reminder that that “revenue" came 
from the same source as any other 
kind of government funding, the tax- 
payer. and there was less of it to go 
around. As govemmeot spending has 
shrunk in recent years, so have Art 
Bank rentals. The Sl.2 million in 
rental revenue last year left the An 
Bank with administrative costs of 
more than SI .4 million. 

The An Bank was never supposed 
to be a break-even proposition, ac- 
cording to William Kirb> , who ran it 
for 14 years before he was abruptly 
declared "surplus" three months 
ago. It was. he ^d. intended to teach 
the Canadian public to feel confident 
in their own reactions to contempo- 
rary an-work that he acknowledges is 
typically “adventurous" and “intim- 
idating" — instead ofjust dismissing 
it all at once." 

The S 1 2 millim spent over the years 


artia's first sale, and, unlike a grant for 
potential work of unknown merit, h 
recognized die quality of complied 
work. 

About 2,600 Canadian artists, most . 
of them stiU living, are represented in 
the collection. Given the absence of 
curatorial or thematic focus and the 
divmiiy and in^pendrace of the 
judges, Powell said, the collection is 
"extraordinarily balanced" in terms of 
style, medium, geography and sex of 
tteartisL 

About 8,000 pieces are in circu- 
lation now. ieai^g the Art Bank's 
huge warehouse and Spartan exhibit 
space here in the capital crowded with 
nearly 10,000 currentiy unitinied 
works of art. They sit by Ae hondr^s 
in big blue crates still marked with 
their peregrinaticms to Vancouver, 
Montr^ and Saskatoon, or they line 
the rows and row's of walls on wheels 
that rill die Art Bank's catacombs. 

A few pieces, by virtue of their size 
or unwieldiness, eazn display space 
here — life-size artistic variations on 
a piano, a minivan, a haip, an altigator 
and a crib. It is not hard to see why the 
motor velucle licensing bureau, the 
police station and the senior citizens' 
center chose something else. 

The announcement that the Ait 
Bank will close begs the questirai of 
where these market-sheltered assets 
will go. "The tnitii, unfortunately, is 
that the Art Bank's vaults are 
crammed with stuff nobody wants," 
declared the Toronto Star's art critic, 
Chiis^her Hume. 

Artists have the right to buy their 
woik back irom the rank at any fim e, 
at the original selling price plus 30 
percent. A few have tal^ advant^e 
of the option, but most can’t afford to 
reclum their work. 

Canada's commercial art dealers 
are nervous that any s^-o£f of the 
woiks would overwhelm the fragile 
market.Kirby. like everyone else in- 
volved, opposes the idea of sellhig the 
art He alro said making the coUection 
available for rental to tte I public. 
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Robert Powell is in diarge of disposing of the collection.

To critics like Hume, the lesson of 
the Art Bank is that “govenunent 
support for the arts can creaie as many 
problems as it solves when it steps 
mto tile marketplace" — in tiiis case, 
becoming Cariada’s larg^ institu- 
tional art buyer and "propping up a 
sector that historically a 

poor job of promoting its wares." 

The most promising solution b eing
